Our 
citizens should understand the present em- 
barrassed condition of the City Government, 
and that this embarrassment is rendered more 
complicated by our present charter, under 
which the executive authority is exercised 
by irresponsible Boards, the Mayor is a power- 
less figure-head, and the number of officials 
is constantly increasing, and where the 
salaries of tha officers consume a very 
large proportion of the revenue they are ap- 
pointed to disburse. There is no extrication 
of the city from its grave financial and other 
tomplications save by such legislation as 
will enable it to shake off the present cum- 
dersome and irresponsible form of govern- 
ment, and establish in place of it one more 
adapted to the wants of a metropolitan city, 
and combining responsibility with executive 
suthority. The general act of incorporation 
was of course designed for cities of all grades ; 
it contained many things unsuitable for Chi-

present independent Boards, except 
that of Education, are abolished, and one 
single responsible head appointed by the 
Mayor and Council to each branch of the 
public service, full and direct responsibility 
is secured in every department. Moreover, 
these several heads of departments eonstitate, 
with the Mayor, a sort of Executive Council 
or Cabinet, having general jurisdiction over 
all things pertaining to the interests of the 
city. In this way every contract awarded by 
the city shall be examined and decided upon, 
not by an independent Board, but by the con- 
currence and approval of all the executive 
officers of the city. This excludes all secrecy ; 
it excludes all pretense of ignorance by one 
officer of what the other has done. t makes 
them all, including the Mayor, responsible 
for the acts of each. Any one familiar with 
the present practice cannot fail to approve 
the proposed change. It is a reform ex- 
tending to every branch of the public service, 
—a wise, healthy reform. 

Wo repeat that the exigencies of the City 
Gev nt demand an early deliverance 
from thé present complicated city charter, or 
there will be serious difficulties in the imme- 
diate future. The only possible deliverance 
is the adoption of the general chartér; and 
this charter, to be suitable to a city like Chi- 
cago, needs the proposed amendments. It is 
of the utmost importance that public atten- 
tion be given to this subject while the Legis- 
lature isin session. Should that body adjourn 
without action, then the present charter will 
be the funeral shroud of the credit, effisiency, 
and integrity of our Municipal Government. 


GLADSTONE’S RETIREMENT. 

The formal retirement of the gréat ex- 
Premier Guapstonz as the leader of the Lib- 
eral party of Great Britain illustrates a 
unique system of politics, totally diferent 
from anything known in this country, and 
probably not generally familiar to American 
readers. It is very well known that the 
Premier is always the recognized leader of 


the Government party, and thata deféat in 


Parliament leads to his retirement, tnd a 
change in the Administfation, by a pre¢edent 
which has the force of Constitutional law. 
But the formal retirement of a leader of the 
Opposition isa much more unusual occur. 
rence. It reveals the fact that the Opposi- 
tion acknowledges a leader, whose position is 
just as well assured in his own party 
as it would be if his own par- 
ty were in power and he occupied 
the Premiér’s place. He is formally chosen 
by a party caucus, dictates the policy ef the 
Opposition, leads the debates in Parliament, 
and otherwise manages party affairs with an 
authority never vested in any one person in 
this country. The system is one that has its 
advantages and its disadvantages. We will 
not examine them now, but simply say that 
party-discipline can never attain so strict & 
construction in this country. Political inde- 

individnal ambition, the strong 
hold “availability” exercises over all our 
parties, and the inflexible character of the 
Administration during the limited term for 
which it is chosen, alike prevent ap imitation 
of the English system, even # it were 
desirable. 

Mr. Guiapsrorz’s resignation is equivalent 
to his retirement from public life, and, as 
such, it is the most important crisis in En- 
glish politics since the death of Patmensrox, 
—more important even than that event, 
since GiapsToNE was ready te step into the 
place which P had vacated, while 
there is now no ene whese qualifications for 
the succession areso thoroughly demonstrated 
as Guapstose’s were then. Mr. GLapstons 
assumed the leadership of the Liberal party 
immediately after Lord Paumensron’s death, 
though he retained the Chance of the 
Exchequer in Lord Russei1’s dminis- 
tration. He first became Premier in De¢em- 
ber, 1868, on the resignation of Mr. Disragui’s 
Ministry, and he remained in office till Feb- 
ruary of last year. As already intimated, 
however, Mr, Grabsrom hed long ‘before 
established his claim to the leadership. 


Des. 29, 1809, he is now only a little more 


than 65 years ef age, of vigorous health and 
frame, and, all other things being equal, too 
young to retire permanently from public life. 
But a complication of political reverses in 
the last year of his official term seems to 
have destroyed his interest in public affairs ; 
and his accession to a large personal fortune, 
left him by his wife’s brother since he resigned 
his Ministry, probably persuaded him ta ro- 
tire altogether. 

Guapstoxn began his pubtio career in 1832, 
forty-three years ago, when he was returned 


to Parliament from Newa in the Conserva- |

he taxed neither labor nor capital 
in its working condition, but only after — had 
produced its results, He would not tax 
mortgages, or notes, or money at interest, but 
the inoome; he would not tax the tools or 
row materials of workmen, though he might 
the fabrics they produced. His system of 
taxation, in one word, wes a relief of pro- 
dactive industry, and during his official life 
he repealed taxes which had yielded from 
£30, 000,000 te £40,000,000 without reducing 
the revenue below the wants of the nation. 

He also reduced Government expenses at 
every point where it was possible, or the ex- 
igencies of the public services permitted it. 
Hy actually spent less money in the fiscal 
year of 1873.14 than had been spent any year 
since he entered publiclife, nothwithstanding 
the increase of wealth and population. 
His measures added more to the ma- 
tesial comforts of the laboring masses 
thin those of all who ‘had pre- 
ceeded him, except PN and Connzx, and he 
equaled them by pushing their own reforms 
fugther than they had ever hoped to go. In 
the matter of taxation, his measures were 
constantly in the interest of the industrial 
Glasses, since his rule was to tax only the luxu- 
ries, vices, and vanities of the nation. He be- 
lieved in the utmost freedom of trade and 
production. 

In addition to his sdmirable ideas on 
finance and taxation, Mr. Grapstrows carried 
out many practical projects of reform. We 
recall notably the Free-School and Compul- 
sory Education measure; in which he re- 
recived the active help of Mr. Fonsrxn, who 
is likely to succeed him; the Disestablish- 
meft of the Irish Church, “which is perhaps 
the most widely known of his reforms; 
the Reformed Land-laws of Ireland, by 
which bankrupt estates can be sold; 
the‘abolition of purchase in the army; the 
Tenants’ Rights bill, giving tenants in Ireland 
owrership in all the improvements they 
make; the negotiation of the Treaty of 
Washington, which prevented war with the 
United States; Law Reform in the Em- 
pir by simplifying pleadings and procedure, 

and ‘creating one Supreme Court by the con- 
solidation of several other Courts. His 
Tentperance measure, by which the saloons 
were closed earlier in the evenings and on 
Sundays, and his scheme for a free unsec- 
tarien Irish university, built up an opposition 
to him among the very classes he had done 
most for, and led flirt to his resignation as 
Premier, next the defeat of his party, and 
now to his retirement. His recent pamphlet 
directed against Uliramontanism shows by 
the sensation it produced in Great Britain 
and throughout Europe that his influence will 
still be exerted, thongh in 3 different way. 

The Right Hon. WA E. Forstrm, who 
is named as Guiapsrons’s probable successor 
as lender of the Liberals, has been in public 
life since 1861, and has gained a reputation as 
a bold and independent thinker, as well as an 
indefatigable. worker. His greatest public 
seryice was rendered in connection with the 
Education bill, buthe has not yet domon- 
strated the versatility and ability essential to 
the filling of the place which GTAperoxz has 
prematurely vacated, Indeed, it may be many 
years, before that place can be filled by any 
man Great Britain will —.— 

TEE LAKE-FRONT PROPERTY. 

The bill which has been introduced into 
the Illinois Legislature authorizing the organ- 
ization of joint-stock companies to build 
union depots in cities, is evidently intended 
to cover and solve the complications between 
the city and the railway companies relative to 
the shle of the three blocks lying between 
Randolph and Monroe streets, on the lake- 
front, The bill provides that five or more 
persons, or three or more railroads, may form 
a company, limited as to a term of years, and 
with h capital not exceeding $3,000,000, and 
they shall be granted articles of incorporation 
whenever three or more railroads agree to use 
the depot which they propose to construct. 
The company so formed shall then have 
power to condemn real estate for depot- 
grounds, approaches, eto, and to lay 
tracks on streets when the consent of 
the city authorities shall be- given. 
The bill confers he powers upon the 
new organizations which railroad companies 
do not already possess under the laws of the 
State they may now condemn land for depot 
_purpobes, lay. tracks, ¢tc., and the new corpo- 
rations are required to proceed in the same

and obtain seed for the spring sowing. Only 
ons eounty, Reno, avs iled itself of this priv- 
lege, and that county, through the ope~‘tions 
of aring of speculators, had already issued 
bonds to an amount exceeding the selling 
value of the property in the county. In ad- 
dition to this, it is «a notorious fact that 
Kansas is full of | cattle, fodder, grain, and 
fruits of all kinds. Its farmers were never 
better of financially than now. Notwith- 
standing this, nothing has been done in 
the State towards relieving itself. The 
begging commitiees in the State ‘itself, 
which is overflowing with products, and 
which boasts its 3,000 miles of railroad and 
its six or seven hundred thousand population, 
have not tarried at home, but have set off on 
their mendieant pilgrunages through the East 
and the West, and are now narrating their 
stories af destitution and obtaining provisions 
and money to the value of tens of thousands 
of dollars, A single instance will show the 
character of this inposition :

OFFICIAL CRUELTY. 

The horrible circumstances which 4 
the hanging of the negrods Jarvis and Jacn- 
BON, at Hempstead, N. I., on Thursday lat, 
should bring down upon the heads of the ot. 
ficials who had charge of the execution tHe 
severest censure. The revolting, eruel, and 
bungling nature of their work was little less 
then a crime in itself. There was no doubt 
that the two wretches committed the awful 
crime for which they were excuted, as they 
confessed it, There ig no doubt that) 
they richly deserved death for their 
fearful offense, and that the 
is well rid of them, But none 
these facts mitigate the cruel manner in 


which one of them was tortured: before his 


death. While Jackson was writhing in mis- 
ery in the air, the rope attached to Jarvis) 
broke and let him down upon his feet again. 
The elumsy authorities were three minutes in 
fixing the rope, and even then were unable to 
fasten it, and so slipped it over the beam; 
and, after fastening it tight about his neck, 
pulled ap the poor wteteh, hand over hand, 
and held him there for twelve minutes, during 
which time he was writhing in his agony, with 
his associate also struggling in the air by his 
side. This sickening spectacle was witnessed 
by crowds of people Who had congregated to 
see the hanging, notwithstanding the exceeds 
ingly cold weather, and even filled such 3 
crowd as that with horror. 

Agninst such a barbarous cruelty as this a 
most solemn protestshould beentered. There 
is little doubt f the mecessity of hanging 
murderers. It is the only compensation 
which a murderer ¢an make for taking the 
life of his victim. It is the only adequate 
protection which society has, and, without it, | 
human life becomes pitifully cheap, as has 
been shown by the criminal statistics of Iowa 
during the past year or two, where capital 
punishment has been abolished. But eapital 
punishment to be effective should be sharp- 
quick, and mysterious, The murderer should 


not be compelled to suffer tortures, nor be 


put to death by degroes. He ‘is deserving at 
least of the treatment accorded to the 
beast who is put out of existence, 
There is another duty which this hor- 
rible display of cruelty and suffering sug- 
gests, namely, that these executions should 
be private and not public. Public execu- 
tions, especially when marked by circum- 
stances of the character we have been describ- 
ing, only serve to harden the crowds who at- 
tend them, and, in the majority of eases, at- 
tach a certain degree of display and sensa- 
tion to the taking off of the miserable wretch. 
The murderer must give his life for the life 
he has taken in order to vindicate justice and 
protect society, but he should give it as quickly 
and secretly as he took the life of his vie- 
tim. The public should be assured that his 
life has been forfeited, but beyond this the 
public ghould know nothing of the punish- 


ment. The only right the murderer may claim

BOOKSELLERS,—IL 
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Mr. Cursen begins his account of the great 
English publisbers and booksellers of the pres- 
ent century with a history of the 
This house, with the exception of the Riving- 
tous, is the oldest in London, baving been found- 
ed in 1724. Since its establishment there has 
not failed to de a Thomas Longman at the head 
of the firm, a son of the same name being always 
ready to succeed *o the business on the death of 
hie father. The reputation and prorperity of 
the house have been founded upon the pubiica- 
tion of cleasical and educational literature. 
During the early earcer of the Longmans it 
was the custom of booksellers to unite in 
tie expense end profit of the issue of 
heavy works; and accordngly we find 
this firm kharing in the publication of Johnson's 
“ Dictionary,” the “Cyclopmdia™ ef Ephraim 
Chambers, Johnson’s “Lives of the Poets,” 
“Ci Blas,” “ Humphrey Clinker,” and “Ras- 
selas.” In 1794, the house had embarked £100, - 
000 in various publications. Among these was 
Murrays English Grammar, one of the most 
profitable school-books ever issued from the 
press. The anonal sale of the “ Abridgment,” 
in England alone, was from 48,000 te 60,000 

108. 

‘on other less valuable copyrights owned 
by the firm wae that of the Lyrical Ballads,“ 
the joint production of Coleridge and Words- 
worth, This volume, whieh contained Cole- 
tigen Andient Mariner,” was first brought ont 
by Cottle, of Bristol, and when, two years later 
(1800), he sold his entire copyrights to the Long- 
mans, the price set upon this was 0. The fret 
edition of the work was finally worked off, 
and then Wordsworth, detaching his own poems 
and adding several new ones, obtained from 
Longman £100 for the use of the two editions; 
bot the arrangement was not Incrative to the 
bookseller. Longman contioued the publisher 
of Wordsworth, and in 1807 issued two volumes 
containing many of the poet's choicest pieces, 
whieb met with no success. In 1824 the Ex- 
cursion ” appeared, but it took six years to sell 
the first edition of 500 copies, So late as 1829, 
Wordsworth remarked with bitterness that he 
bad worked bard throngh a long life for less pe- 
ciliary emolument than a public {performer 
earns for two or three songs.” 

The returns from the poetry of Coleridge and 
Bouthey were,in the beginning, scarcely more 
encouraging. BSouthey’s profits on “ Madoc” 
amounted, in the first twelvemonth, to 


8 pounds, 17 shillings, aad s penny. In 


die gust, he writes to a friend: “ Books 
are now so. dear that they are becoming 
articles of fashionable furniture more than 
avything elec; they who do buy them do 
not read, and they who read them do not buy 
them. Ihave seem a Wiltshire clothier who 
gives his bookseller no other instruction than 
the dimensions of his shelves; and have just 
heard of a Lirerpool merchant who is fitting up 
a library, and bas told his bibliopole to send him 
Bhakepeare, Milton, aod Pope, and, if any of 
those fellows should publish anything new, to 
let him have it immediately, If ‘ Madoo’ ob- 
tains any celebrity, its size and cost will recom- 
mond it to those gentry bros consumeri naii, 
born to buy octayos and help the revenue.” 
Coleridge's translation of Schillers Wallestein,“ 
brought out by Longman in 1800, remained on 
the publisher’s shelves sixteen years, and then 
solid rapidly at an advanced price. 

In 1802 the house of Longman paid Scott 
£500 for ** The Lay of the Last Minstrel, after- 
wards adding £100, “ handsomely given to sup- 
ply the loss of a fine horse which broke down 
suddenly while the author was ridiag with one 
of the worthy publishers.” In twenty-eight 
years, 44,009 copies of the poem had been sold.

the bargain was concluded. During the publica- 
tion of bis poem, Byron made a lounging piece 
of the shop in Fleet street; and his great 
amueement,” says Murray, “ was in 

thrusts with bis stick, in fencer’s fashion, at the 
‘ sprnee books,’ aa he called them, which I had 
arranged upon my shelves. He disordered a 
row for me in a short time, always hitting the 
volume he had singled ont for the exercise of 
his skill. I was sometimes, @s you will guess, 
giad to get md of him.” 

Byron’s patience was sorely tried by the print- 
era, who blundered then as they do now, and he 
writes to Murray, in a blaze of indignation! 
„Tou have lwoked d @? to much purpose, 
te allow so stupid a blunder to stand; 
it is mot ‘courage,’ but ‘earnage,’ snd 
if you dont want to see me out my 
throat see it altered.” Again he saya, I do 
believe the devil never created or perverted such 
a fiend as the fool of @ printer.” For God's 
sake,” rises another agouzed wail, ** instruct Mr. 
Murray not te allow his shopman to call the work

done to some of my astonished friends, who 
wrote to inquire after my sanity on the occasion, 
as well they might!"

Again, Byron presents Murray wich Parisias “ 
and the Siege of Corinth, and returns a check 
for £1,000 which the latter had forwarded. * I 
have inclosed your draft, torn,” writes the whim- 
sical poet, for fear of accidents by the way. I 
wish you would not throw temptation in mine; 
it ia not from a disdain of the universal idol, nor 
from a present superfluity of bis treasures, I can 
assure you, that I refuse to worship him; but 
what is right is right, and must not yield to cir- 
cumstances.” With other tokens of friendship, 
Byron presented Murray with a Bible, which gift 
was nota little gratifying to the publisher, who 
took hope that a man could mot be 
“ae deist, an atheist, or worse, when he sent 
Bibles about to his publishers.” One day, on 
looking the book over, it was discovered that the 
playful poet had turned the clause, Now Barab- 
bas waé a robber,” into “Now Barabba was s 
publisher.” After the death of Byron, Murray 
paid Moore £4,200 for his biography of the poet. 

Along in these times, the book-house in Albe- 
marie street was a favorite resort of both artists 
and men ef letters. There, on atiy afternoon, 
might be met such writers as. Scott, Moore, 
Campbell, Southey, Lockhart, Hallam. , Wash- 
ington Irving, and Mrs. Somerville, and the 
painters Wilkie, Phillips, Newton, and Pickers- 
gill.

But 
Ihave been informed by competent advisers 
that no case could ever be msde out 
sufficient even to warrant its presentation tos 
jury, so that thus I should never have an op- 
portunity of proving my entire innocence of the 
charge which was brought last Saturday, 
I therefore have considered it preferable to 
make a public statement of the facts connected 
witn this case. 

At the time of the fire, the amount of stock iu 
my store as estimated by two gentlemen thor- 
ougbly competent to decide, and whose names I 
am permitted to state Mr. Gordon B. Coffin, 
from the house of Heath & Milligan, and 
Charlie J. Ooney, from that of James A. Rice, 
was as follows: The Falue of paints and oils, 
62.188; brashes. $1,071.77; glass $2,189.05; 
sashes, #115; safe, show-cases, shelving, coun- 
ters, etc., $590; glass broken and ismoked to 
such an extent as to render it worthless, as esti- 
mated by the adjustors, $660. Total value of 
stock, 86. 788. 82. 

Upon the entire stock the full insurance was 
ouly $3,500. Furthermore, the whole of the 
above stock had been fully paid for, and was 
owned by myself. Is it not absurd to believe that 
for the sake of an insuranceof $3,500[ would sa- 
crifice a stock which at the present ume would sell 
any moment for $6,783.82? If this is not neces- 
sary to convince anv one of the falsity of the 
charge alleged, I will further add the fact that 
two of the insurance companies—the parties 
most interested. and who would most assuredly 


withhold payment if there was even «shade of 


suspicion of frand—have stated their belief in 
my innocence of any such charge, and have hon- 


orably paid me tlieir portion of the amount | 


of damage I sustained. The only other com- 

y in which I was insured have algo signified 
— : to pay their portion of the loss 
as soon as their adjuster, who is now absent, ar- 
ri vos, and can make out the necessary papers. 

The arrest was made without a warrant, and 
upon mere suspicion,—the suspicion being based 
on the fact that there had been two fires on my 
premises before. But it is not necessary to add 
more than the character of my busibess which 
renders it necessary for me to continually carry 
„ stock of the most combustible of all ma- 
teri lg and varnishes-— where the greatest 
caution has to be exercised in order to prevent a 
fire. I apprebend, in order to satisfy all that even

The cause of the fire on the 9th of January has 
never been explained, I believe, by any 
one of the papers; and 1 will there- 
fore state the manner in which it 
occurred. I speak now from the statemem of 
the man working in the store. My orders to hi u 
were to prepare a large can of varnish (in tue 
bottom of which was some varni ment) for 
the reception of varnish [ expected to arrive. tbat 
day. His statement is that he inverted the can 
over an empty tub, so that the sedi- 
ment should run into. the 
the car was empty be attempted to clear the 
fancet, using a lighted match with which to 
heat the sediment which was froze, on it The 
fire penetrated the car by wav of tis fancet, and 
the whole of the sediment in the tub blazed up. 
His act cannot be characterized as even careless, 
for this method of cleaning the faucet 
was the only one possible under the cir 
cumstances. The faucet was frozen up, 
and heat alone would clear it. The 
moment the sediment caught fire 1 was notified, 
and immediately gave the alarm. If there had 
been any delay whatever there might have been 
more excuse for the arrest, but there was no 
delay whatever; the alarm was at once given by 
my own orders, and the fire was immediately ex- 
tinguished.
